road station overnight. On 1 duly 10 or more of them began working at Liuchow 
Airfield, while the remainder, including all the radar specialists, entrained 
for Nanning and for duties at Nanning Airfield. 


2, On 3 July 250 drums of aviation gasoline and 00 cases of ammmition arrived 
at Liuchow by rail for reshipment to Nanning Airfield. The ammunition was 
packed in long wooden cases, said to contain Japanese-made 200~pound bombs.
